Over 200 Persons Victimized by New

CAPITOL PROBE 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 12.—The in- 
Qtilry into the cost of the new §13,000,- 
000 state capítol wa^ begun by tho 
legislative committee with the testi- 
mony of Bernard R. Qreon, of Wash- 
ington, supervising engineer for tho 
capítol building commission. Mr. Green 
was on tho stand all morning and at 
the conclusion ol" his testimony k re- 
COGS was taken until Wednesday, w>icn 
additional witnesses will be hoard. Re 
has not been in good health since hti 
was stricken with paralysis some time 
ago, and was not subjected to a cross- 
examination by tho lawyers for the 
architect and contractors. 


The official reports of Mr. Green to 
the capítol commission showed that ho 
was not satisfied with the 
business 
methods of Architect Huston and that 
the architect was withholding Infor- 
mation from the engineer. 
Mr. Green 
said, however, that he know of no evi- 
dence of collusion between the archi- 
tect and the contractor and that the 
state got the worth of Its money in the 
construction of the building. 


He was unable to give the probers 
any information on the "per foot" and 
"por pound" rule by which the build- 
ing was equipped and furnished by the 
board of grounds and buildings. 
He 
never heard of this rule until it was 
employed by the b^ard and did not 
regard it as a itropor method for ascer- 
taining the cost of such furnishings. 
He thought there were too many elec- 
tric fixtures in the building, and that 
many of the 
fixtures 
were too heavy 
and clumsy and out of proportion with 
the surroundings. 


Mr. Green said the architect was not 
judicious 
and 
broad-minded In his 
dealings with the engineer and acted 
as if he was afraid some one was try- 
ing to deprive him of the glory of de 
signing the building. The engineer's 
reports showed that several modifica 
tions were made in the original speclfi 
cations for the building without the 
knowledge of the commission and the 
engineer. Mr. Green's testimony was 
taken at this time becaunc ho v/lll sail 
for Europe for his health this week 
and will be gone for several months. 


lie also took occasion explicitly to 
deny that he had meant to impute any 
huproper actions to Mr. Huston, and 
said that In. his opinion the latter had, 
"by reason of lack of experience and 
youthful seir-sufllclency," been led Into 
placing himself in af false position. It 
v/as apparent at all stages of the hear- 
ing, however, that his opinion of Mr. 
Huston's 
professional 
abilities 
was 
none of the hip,host, and ho smiled 
every once in a while as those portiDns 
of his letters to the commission re- 
flecting 
on Huston were read. 


Huston was indeed soundly flayed in 
the letters Mr. Green wrote to the 
commission. 
He was denounced for 
withholding information from Green, 
for Ignoring him in handling tho capí- 
tol work and for rudely disregarding 
hi? letters.

characterized Huston as "ill- 
bred, oillcious, mediocre in his profes- 
sion, bumpt^^'is and self-sufiflclent."

RUSH FOR PENSIONS 


185,000 Applications Filed Under New 


Service 
Law. 


Washington, March 12, — Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Warner stated that 
185,000 applications for pensions havo 
been filed under the service pension 
law enacted during tho last month of 
the session of congress Just closed. 
The commissioner estimates that 300,- 
000 applications will be received under 
the new law, which allows the grant- 
ing of a pension for service In the 
Mexican and Civil Wars at the rate of 
$12 a month to veterans 62 years of 
age, $15 to those 65 and (20 to xhoBB 
who are 70 years of age.

During the six weeks of rain 
In the desert the plant grows its 
leaves and flowers and perfects its 
seed. 
Then it dries up, and leaves 
only a water fllled gourd, which a 
thick, hard shell seals against anl* 
mala and evaporation. 
The trans* 
planted specimen still remembers the 
rainy season of six weeks. 
It wakes, 
sends out rootlets, stems and leaves, 
and then dries up again until the fol- 
lowing year. 


Wheat Prices and Pork. 


Numerous experiments conducted 
at agricultural colleges in the West 
have demonstrated beyond question 
that whenever the price of wheat de 
dines below sixty cents a 
bushei 
there Is more profit in feeding it tc 
hogsi when the market for pork is 
normal, than in selling it as wheat. 
By some authorities the 
figure 
is 
placed 
mucli 
higher, some experi- 
ments In this State a few years ago 
proving that with hogs selling around 
six cents a pound wheat was worth, 
for fattening purposes, nearly pinety 
cents a bushel—a figure much above 
the average for the last dozen years. 
That the advantage of feeding cereals 
to livestock and then marketing the 
stock is becoming more fully realized 
by the farmers of the entire country 
l3 shown by the ofllclal figures on 
the exports of meat and dairy prod- 
ucts for the year now drawing to 4 
close.—Portland Oregonian.

The increase in the slave trade be- 
tween Turkey and Tripoli and the 
openness with wliicii it is being car- 
ried on, writes a correspondent from 
Confe-tantinople. (have become a source 
of »renewed concern to foreign resi- 
dents and 
the refonn 
party here, 
whicli asserts that it Is merely as a 
source of supply for Its harems that 
the i>ort maintains the connection be- 
tween Tripoli and Uie hinterland. 


It is declared that Uhe regions of 
Ntdai. Baghirnn and Gehea are now 
tho scenes of horrible butcheries simi- 
lar to those which startled and shock- 
ed all 
Europe twenty yeairs 
ago. 
Whole vil'lages have been destroyed 
with great 
slaughter, 
according to 
these reports, In order to obtain tbe 
young girls and boys who alone are 
wanted by the slave traders. 


The traffic Is carried on shameless- 
ly by Arab and Turkish dealers, wtho 
raid the interior towns, carrying away 
with them all the young girls and a 
few youtlis. whom they drive by forced 
marches to the Tripolitan coast and 
Eliip to Turkish ports. 


Monthly trips are made by Tmrklsh 
vessels 
dedicated 
to 
this 
iiideous 
trade. The human cargo is conveyed 
aboard secretly and the slave ships 
always sail by night laden with young 
African girls, between the ages of 
ei^iht and twenty, for wlhom they ob- 
tain prices ranging from ?20 to ?200, 
according to age and plumpness w^en 
tlieir destination Is reached. The tor- 
tures suffered by tlhe sliives, who are 
packed in the hojd in great numbers, 
are in-describable. 


The Arab or Turkish traders, in 
armed parties, surprise the interior 
villages by night, with strips of white 
cotton bound about their heads to dls- 
tingulsih them in the darkness from 
tihe natives they plan to slay. 
When 
the men of the xills^e have been kill- 
ed or ihave fled the women and chil- 
dren are gathered together and driven 
before the victorious traders to the 
coast. 


.Occasionally the male survivors ot 
the (hamlet are given an opportunity 
to ransom tlieir women by payment 
of lajrge tributes of elephants' tusks. 
But generally the trader prefers to 
take a chance in tiie slave mart rather 
than the ivory market, and gets his 
victims aiway as soon as he can. 


It is not seneirally understood that 
-though Turlvey does not oiTicially rec- 
ognize 
slavery, 
every 
Mahometan 
household of any pretensions has its 
quota of women slaves. 


The preferred slaves are. of course, 
white girls from the Caucasus, Geor- 
gia and' Clrcassia, famed for their 
beauty. 
But the majority are negro 
women largely supplied by the ships 
that ply the Mediterranean between 
Tripoli-and the Tuirklsh coast. 
Ma- 
hometan family wealth 
and 
social 
standing are determined largely by 
the num'ber of its human chattels. 


The center of the secret slave mar- 
ket is here 
in 
Constantinople, al- 
though the unsophisticated foreigner 
is gravely told that slavery -does not 
exist in Turkey today any more than 
in England or the United States. 


The white slave market of Turkey 
is supplied by the wild Russian prov- 
inces between the Black and Caspian 
seas, northeast of Asiatic Tuirkey. Tho 
most ancient industry of these coun- 
tries is the raising» of girl slaves for 
the Turkish market. 
Young 
white 
slaves are extremely higai-priced and 
only the richest merchants can afford 
them. 


In Clrcassla amd Georgia 3nany fam- 
ilies exist wilio rear their daughters 
.expressly for tjhe Turkish slave mar- 
ket. 
All the dealer has to do Is to 
call around with the purchase money 
whenever he is notified that a girl 
slave is ready for tlie market. 
The 
African dealers supply only tlie wants 
of middle-class families, who lliave to 
be content with black women. 
r, 


Tripoli is not alone in purveying 
women slaves for the Turkish market. 
Tho Industry is equally active In Mo- 
rocco, where slaves are openly owned 
anid exported. The largest slave mar- 
ket that exists in Africa today Is said 
to be in the city of Marrakesh, the 
southern capital of the Mcx>rish Em- 
pire. 
It is a circular inclosure, roof- 
less, save for certain pens, and fllled 
with .bendhes on which wealthy Iner- 
chants and dealers sit and make their 
bids when the human auction begins. 


Auctioneers, known as dllals, take 
their places in tJie center of the in- 
closure, and the proceedings are open- 
ed with a prayer to Allah to give buy- 
ers and sellers prosperous 
transac- 
tions and lenglili of life. 


When the prayer is ended, eadh auc- 
tioneer hurries to the particular pen 
along the wall where the slaves he is 
to sell a/re herded. 
He marshals his 
slaves into 
line and 
walks 
them 
aix>und. When a buyer sees any slave 
he wants Hie points fher out and the 
dickering begins. Slaves in Morocco, 
bring from HO to ?100 apiece, shrewd 
Turkish dealers frequently visit the 
market to secure bargains, which they 
Bhip by nvay of Bagdad to Constanti- 
nople, sure that tlieo' can double their 
money here. 


European residents familiar witli 
Muihrjmetan life ihave long known of 
the secret trafllc in slaves, 'but le^s 
and less concealment is now practised 
aud the African atrocities necessai-y 
to keep up the supply increase In 
numijer 
and 
horror.—i?ew 
York 
World. 


HALIBUT 
FROM 
T H E 
PACIFIC. 


Brought Here Nov/ in Large Quantl- 
tici—Solid Carioads Common. 


Formerly all the ihallbut sold in this 
market came fr.om the Georges banks 
amd other Atlantic fishing grounds, 
but now 80 per cent, or more come 
across the continent from tlie Pacific 
Ocean. 


Wholesale 
fish 
doalers say 
that 
without this now source of supply, 
Avhat with the country's vastly in- 
creasing populatk)n 
and 
the corre- 
spondingly Increased demand for ¡hali- 
but, 
the 
Atlantic 
fishing 
grounds 
would have become exhausted and 
prices here 
would have 
soared to 
fancy figures; but anv^how more than 
three-fourths of the ihallbut now sold 
here comes from the Pacific and the 
proportion of west coast fisfh is in- 
creasing. 


On the Pacific they use steamers 
in the halibut trade. One new halibut 
steamer just put into commission has 
a speed of thirteen knots, which Is 
going some for a fishing boat. 
There 
they catch halibut at some seasons 
off Cai>e Flattery, on the coast of tlhe 
State of Washington, and on other 
seasons on fishing gmunds about 400 
miles north of Vancouver, and »with 
fair luck the>- can fill a steamer in 
two days. 


The heads are cut off and the fish 
id'ressed as tliey come aboard aud then 
they are packed in ice, aud theai, 
loaded, the steamers hike for Seattle 
or T^coma» where they find refrigera- 
tor cars, already chilled, waiting for 
them. 


For shipment tihe -halibut are pack- 
ed in fine ice in boxes made for the 
purpose and tihese boxes are stacked 
.UiP in the cars. 
Solid cars of halibut 
are common shipments and sometimes 
they send East from these points solid 
trains of halibut, with perhaps half a 
dozen refrigerator cars to a train— 
h^alibut specials. 


Single cars are hooked on to fast 
passenger trains and as one Fulton 
Market man put It, they yank these 
cars through fi'om Puget Sound to 
'Chicago "as fast as Teddy could travel 
over the same territory." 
From Chi- 
cago East the halibut cars may not 
be hauled on the most high 
fiying 
trains b\it still,they -don't let -them 
loaf anywhere on the %Vay. 
Halibut 
from the Pacific coast have been laid 
down here in fl\^e days and six "hours, 
or in less time, it might easily be., 
than many of the fish caugilit nearer 
home, on this side. 


Chicago is the distributing center 
of Pacific coast halibut for the Mis- 
sissippi Valley region; New York sends 
them as far west as Pittsburg and 
north as far as Albany and doiwai east 
into New England. 
So it may be 
that some of these halibut caught In 
the Pacific ocean amd then brou'giht 
across the continent, a distance alto- 
gether of 
between 3,000 and 4,000 
miles, finally find consumers among 
the people whose dwelling places are 
within a few hundred miles of the 
halibut fishing groomds in Atlantic 
waters.—New York Sun.

Over 200 Person* Victimized by New

Haviland, of New York, a stock spec­ 
ialist, charged with embezzling up­ 
wards of §50,000 entrusted to him by 
Scranton investors, was held in bail to 
answer at court. 
Haviland was told

THIRTY-FOUR DROWNED 


Two Vessels Go Down In North 8ea 
During Heavy Gale. 


Berlin, March 11.—A dispatch from 
Cuxhaven reports the lo&s of 34 lives 
by the foundering of two vessels—a 
German 
cargo steamer, the George 
Wottern, and a trawler—during 
a 
heavy gale in the North sea. 


The dispatch says no further details 
have been received, but that it is be­ 
lieved those drowned comprised all on 
board both vessels. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 12.—The in­ 
quiry into the cost of the new $13,000,- 
000 state capitol wafc begun by tho 
legislative committee with tho testi­ 
mony of Bernard R. Green, of Wash­ 
ington, supervising engineer for tho 
capitol building commission. Mr. Green 
was on the stand all morning and at 
the conclusion of his testimony k re­ 
cess was taken until Wednesday, w*en 
additional witnesses will be heard. Re 
has not been in good health since ht 
was stricken with paralysis some time 
ago, and was not subjected to a cross- 
examination by the lawryers for the 
architect and contractors. 


The official reports of Mr. Green to 
the capitol commission showed that he 
was not satisfied with the business 
methods of Architect Huston and that 
the architect was withholding infor­ 
mation from the engineer. 
Mr. Green 
said, however, that he know of no evi­ 
dence of collusion between the archi­ 
tect and the contractor and that the 
state got the worth of its money in tha 
construction of the building. 


He was unable to give the probers 
any information on the “per foot*1 and 
“por pound” rule by which tho build­ 
ing was equipped and furnished by the 
board of grounds and buildings. 
He 
never heard of this rule until it was 
employed by the btfard and did not 
regard it as a proper method for ascer­ 
taining the cost of such furnishings. 
He thought there were too many elec­ 
tric fixtures in the building, and that 
many of the fixtures were too heavy 
and clumsy and out of proportion with 
the surroundings. 


Mr. Green said the architect was not 
judicious 
and 
broad-minded In his 
dealings with the engineer and acted 
as if he was afraid some one was try­ 
ing to deprive him of the glory of de 
signing the building. The engineer’s 
reports showed that several modiflca 
tions were made in the original specifi­ 
cations for the building without the 
knowledge of the commission and the 
engineer. Mr. Green's testimony was 
taken at this time because lie will sail 
for Europe for his health this week 
and will be gone for several months. 


lie also took occasion explicitly to 
deny that he had meant to impute any 
Improper actions to Mr. Huston, and 
said that In his opinion the latter had, 
“by reason of lack of experience and 
youthful seli"-suifioiency,” been led into 
placing himself in a? false position. It 
was apparent at all stages of the hear­ 
ing, however, that his opinion of Mr. 
Huston’s 
professional 
abilities 
was 
none of the highest, and he smiled 
every once in a while as those portions 
of his letters to the commission re­ 
flecting on Huston were read. 


Huston was indeed soundly flayed in 
the letters Mr. Green wrote to the 
commission. 
He was denounced for 
withholding information from Green, 
for ignoring him in handling the capi­ 
tol work and for rudely disregarding 
his letters. In one communication Mr. 
Green 
characterized Huston as “ill- 
bred, officious, mediocre in his profes­ 
sion, bum pt^’is and self-sufficient.0

so many, though Xew York Is a close 
second, with $1,537.217. More than 


per cent, of the cigar boxes 


made in this State are manufactured 
in Philadelphia. 


Perhaps the most interesting and 


least known fact about this Industry 
is that, while some cigar boxes are 
made of cedar, a greater number are 
made ef poplar veneered on one side 
with cedar, while still others are 
ciade of poplar without any veneer. 
In the latter case the wood Is printed 
in Imitation of cedar by the use of 
ink of the proper color and a ma- 
chine which carries a printing roller 
on which are the lines to resemble 
the graining of csdar wood. The bot- 
tom and top of a. cigar box of stand- 
ard kind is thirty-five seconds of an 
inch in thickness, while the ends are 
seven-thirty seconds. 
Despite the 


very small amount of wood needed, it 
Is cheaper, however, to use the ve- 
neered poplar than the cedar, and 
still cheaper to print the poplar. 
Solid cedar boxes to hold 100 cigars 
now cost about eleven cams, and the 
half bo^es, or those for fifty cigars, 
about eight cents. 
The correspond- 


ing prices for veneer are about a cent 
less, while for printed poplar the

Such prices are only made possible 


by the use of intricate machinery and 
subdivision of labor, and it is also 
important to waste as little of the 
material as possible. To this end the 
wood of the proper thickness is not 
sawed from the log, but sliced or 
split by a special machine. The same 
is true of the venesr, to make which, 
indeed, a special machine, invented 
in Philadelphia, and controlled by 
Philadelphia makers, is used. 
The 


machine cuts 120 sheets of veneer to 
the inch without waste, and at the 
rate of sixty-five pieces a minute. 
The log is steamed and the cutting or 
slicing done with z sliding knife. The 
resulting veneer is so thin as to be 
semi-transparent, but it has all the 
grain and markings of cedar wood, as 
well as the pleasant odor. The ve- 
neer is cut in widths to match the 
widths needed in the boxes and in 
lengths of several feet. 
The poplar i 


is cut in the same size and shar>e, and 
the veneer is put on simply by apply- 
ing it to the poplar upon which a 
good quality of glue has been spread 
by another special machine. 
The 


immense pressure used in veneering 
wood for toe manufactare of furni- 
ture is not used, and taa veneered 
slabs, which are pretty well warped 
and twisted at first, are straightened 
out 
and dried 
simply by passing 


through rollers. 


Then the slabs are taken to the 


sawing table, where they are ripped 
and cross sawed—from five to ten in 
one cut—into pieces of proper di- 
mension for the single boxes which 
are being made. 
Thence the pieces 


are sent to the inspector, who, be- 
sides examining each and sorting oat 
those which are imperfect, makes

What becomes of al! the cigar 


boxes, seeing that they cannoc be 
used for cigars but the one first time, 
is as pertinent a. question as what be- 
comes of the pins. 
They are strong 


and durable and made with extreme 
nicety, yet their only subsequent use 
is that to which the housev.-jfe at>- 
plies them In the keeping of buttons, 
or tacks, or similar articles. 
Some 


cigar dealers sell them: some give 
them away, and still others smash 
them tip. The fad for using cast-off 
articles for decoration purposes has 
not yet overtaken the cigar box. —

Coal Tar Color Industry. 


Out of tlie making of gas has grown 
the great coal tur color industry 
The 
history of the discovery of aniline, the 
pasis of tlie various aniline dyes, is 
interesling. By the distillation of in- 
digo M. Unverdoiben produced a sub- 
stance which ho 
named 
crystalline, 
borne nine years later, viz., in 1S35, 
Rungo discovered In coal tai- a sub- 
s ance. which 
produced a beautiful 
blue color wbon treated with chloride 
of lime. 
This lie named ky.mol. 
Five 
years later a substance was obtained 
by treating indigo with caustic pota.sh 
and named aniline, from "anil " the 
specific name of one of the Indi-o 
plants. 
Then IL was found that 
stalline, kyanol, and aniline 
chemically the same. 
Thus it was 
shown that aniline, tho basis of tlie 
indigo dyes, occurred in the waste 
product of the manufacture 
of gas 
and the possibilities of a new source 
of these dyes hinted at. 
And In 1858 
Dr. Perklii took out a patent for the 
manufacture of a dye stuff made from 
aniline which became widely known 
as "Perkin's purple." 
Others follow- 
ed In quick succession, and the great 
coal tar color 
industry was estab- 
lished.—London Globe.

The increase in the slave trade be­ 
tween Turkey and Tripoli and the 
openness with which it is being car­ 
ried on, writes a correspondent from 
Constantinople, «have become a source 
of »renewed concent to foreign resi­ 
dents and the reform party here, 
which asserts that it is merely as a 
source of supply for its harems that 
the port maintains the connection be­ 
tween Tripoli and the hinterland. 


It is declared that the regions of 
Ntdai, Baghirnn and Gehea are now 
the scenes of horrible butcheries simi­ 
lar to those which startled and shock­ 
ed all 
Europe twenty yeairs 
ago. 
Whole villages have been destroyed 
with great slaughter, according to 
these reports, In order to obtain the 
young girls and boys who alone are 
wanted by the slave traders. 


The traffic is carried on shameless­ 
ly by Arab and Turkish dealers, who 
raid the interior towns, carrying away 
with them all the young girls and a 
few youths, whom they drive by forced 
marches to the Tripolitan coast and 
ship to Turkish ports. 


Monthly trips are made by Turkish 
vessels 
dedicated to 
this hideous 
trade. The human cargo is conveyed 
aboard secretly and the slave ships 
always sail by night laden with young 
African girls, between the ages of 
eight and twenty, for whom they ob­ 
tain prices ranging from $20 to $200, 
according to age and plumpness when 
their destination is reached. The tor­ 
tures suffered by tihe slaves, who are 
packed in the hold in great numbers, 
are indescribable. 


The Arab or Turkish traders, in 
armed parties, surprise the interior 
villages by night, with strips of white 
cotton bound about tJheir heads to dis­ 
tinguish them In the darkness from 
the natives they plan to slay. 
When 
the men of the village have been kill­ 
ed or (have fled the women and chil­ 
dren are gathered together and driven 
before the victorious traders to the 
coast. 


.Occasionally the male survivors of 
the (hamlet are given an opportunity 
to ransom their women by payment 
of lajrge tributes of elephants’ tuslcs. 
But generally the trader prefers to 
take a chance in the slave mart rather 
than the ivory market, and gets his 
victims away as soon as he can. 


It is not generally understood that 
though Turkey does not officially rec­ 
ognize 
slavery, 
evei’y Mahometan 
household of any pretensions has its 
quota of women slaves. 


The preferred slaves are, of course, 
white girls from the Caucasus, Geor­ 
gia and* Circassia, famed for their 
beauty. 
But the majority are negro 
women largely supplied by the ships 
that ply the Mediterranean between 
Tripoli • and the Tuirkish coast. 
Ma­ 
hometan family wealth and social 
standing are determined largely by 
the number of its human chattels. 


The center of the secret slave mar­ 
ket is here in 
Constantinople, al­ 
though the unsophisticated foreigner 
is gravely told that slavery 'does not 
exist in Turkey today any more than 
in England or the United States. 


The white slave market of Turkey 
is supplied by the wild Russian prov­ 
inces between the Black and Caspian 
seas, northeast of Asiatic Turkey. Tho 
most ancient industry of these coun­ 
tries is the raising» of girl slaves for 
the Turkish market. 
Young white 
slaves are extremely high-priced and 
only the richest merchants can afford 
them. 


In Circassia anid Georgia many fam­ 
ilies exist who rear their daughters 
.expressly for the Turkish slave mar­ 
ket. 
All the dealler has to do is to 
call around with the purchase money 
whenever he is notified that a girl 
slave is ready for the market. 
The 
African dealers supply only the wants 
of midd'le-class families, who lhave to 
be content with black women. 
r, 


Tripoli is not alone in purveying 
women slaves for the Turkish market. 
The industry is equally active in Mo­ 
rocco, where slaves are openly owned 
aiud exported. The largest slave mar­ 
ket that exists in Africa today is said 
to be in the city of Marrakesh, the 
southern capital of the Moorish Em­ 
pire. 
It is a circular inclosure, roof­ 
less, save for certain pens, and filled 
with -benches on which wealthy lner- 
chants and dealers sit and make their 
bids when the {human auction begins. 


Auctioneers, known as dilals, take 
their places in the center of the In­ 
closure, and the proceedings are open­ 
ed with a prayer to Allah to give buy­ 
ers and sellers prosperous transac­ 
tions and length of life. 


When the prayer is ended, each auc­ 
tioneer hurries to the particular pen 
along the wall where the slaves he is 
to sell a/re herded. 
He marshals his 
slaves into line and 
walks them 
around. When a buyer sees any slave 
he wants he points »her out and the 
dickering begins. Slaves in Morocco, 
bring from $40 to $100 apiece, shrewd 
Turkish dealers frequently visit the 
market to secure bargains, which they 
ship by »way of Bagdad to Constanti­ 
nople, sure that thety can double their 
money here. 


European residents familiar with 
Mahometan life have long known of 
the secret traffic in slaves, 'but less 
and less concealment is now practised 
and the African atrocities necessary 
to keep up the supply increase In

Formerly all the halibut sold in this 
market came fi;om the Georges banks 
an<d other Atlantic fishing grounds, 
but now 80 per cent, or more come 
across the continent from the Pacific 
Ocean. 


Wholesale 
fish dealers say that 
without this new source of supply, 
what with the country's vastly in­ 
creasing population and the corre­ 
spondingly increased demand for hali­ 
but, 
the 
Atlantic 
fishing 
grounds 
would have become exhausted and 
prices here would have soared to 
fancy figures; but anvhow more than 
three-fourths of the halibut now sold 
here comes from the Pacific and the 
proportion of west coast fish is in­ 
creasing. 


On the Pacific they use steamers 
in the halibut trade. One new halibut 
steamer just put into commission has 


j a speed of thirteen knots, which is 
going some for a fishing boat. There 
they catch halibut at some seasons 
off Cape Flattery, on the coast of the 
State of Washington, and on other 
seasons on fishing grounds about 400 
miles north of Vancouver, and iwith 
fair luck they can fill a steamer in 
two days. 


The heads are cut off and the fish 
id'ressed as they come aboard and then 
they are packed in ice, and then, 
loaded, the steamers hike for Seattle 
or Tacoma, where they find refrigera­ 
tor cars, already chilled, waiting for 
them. 


For shipment the halibut are pack­ 
ed in fine ice in boxes made for the 
purpose and these boxes are stacked 
.up in the cars. 
Solid cars of halibut 
are common shipments and sometimes 
they send East from these points solid 
trains of halibut, with perhaps half a 
dozen refrigerator cars to a train— 
halibut specials. 


Single cars are hooked on to fast 
passenger trains and as one Fulton 
Market man put it, they yank these 
cars through from Puget Sound to 
•Chicago “as fast as Teddy could travel 
over the same territory.” 
From Chi­ 
cago East the halibut cars may not 
be hauled on the most high flying 
trains but stilly they «don’t let them 
loaf anywhere on the Way. 
Halibut 
from the Pacific coast have been laid 
down here in fi\*e days and six hours, 
or in less time, it might easily be,, 
than many of the fish caught nearer 
home, on this side. 


Chicago is the distributing center 
of Pacific coast halibut for the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley region; New York sends 
them as far west as Pittsburg and 
north as far as Albany and down east 
into New England. 
So it may be 
that some of these halibut caught In 
the Pacific ocean and then brought 
across the continent, a distance alto­ 
gether of between 3,000 and 4,000 
miles, finally find consumers among 
the people whose dwelling places are 
within a few hundred miles of the 
halibut fishing grounds in Atlantic 
waters.—New York Sun.

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ENGLISH SCHOOLS 


How They Are IVIade and 
How Much They Cost...... 


, 
Dismal Swamp Changing. 


Investigations of the scientists at 
Washington have recently developed 
the fact that at present the area of 
the Dismal Swamp is slowly sinking 
and Lake Drummond, in its center, 
is growing larger. 
Similar changes 
have occurred in the past, periods of 
elevation and 
subsidence 
gradually 
Succeeding one another. 
The aver­ 
age elevation above sea level is so 
slight that natural drainage is insuffi­ 
cient to remove the rainfall. 


In view of the recent advances in 
the price of cigar boxes and the at­ 
tention which the attitude of local 
bo:c makers has attracted, the follow­ 
ing article, which appeared in the 
Philadelphia Record, giving an ac­ 
curate and exhaustive description of 
the industry, should be of interest to 
the trade: 


The cigar business presents as good 
an example as any to be found of that 
feature of modern industry whereby 
the cost of nearly all manufactured 
articles is increased through the ne­ 
cessity of packing goods for suitable 
handling between the wholesale mak­ 
er and the consumer. 
In some cases 
such packing is simply that and noth­ 
ing more; in others it involves the 
presentation of the article in an at­ 
tractive form which will help to sell 
it, and part of the cost of it may be 
fairly chargeable to the advertising 
account. 
Every box, case, can or 
other covering, and every printed la­ 
bel is, of course, paid for by the con­ 
sumer, yet the more these devices 
help to advertise; the cheaper the 
goods are, because of the increased 
demand 
and 
larger output which 
every sort of advertising helps. 


There is probably not a cigar smo­ 
ker in the land who has not won­ 
dered, at one time or another, how 
much of what he pays for his smoke 
goes 
into the 
box and the litho­ 
graphed labels and the gilt bands and 
the like. 
A box which holds fifty 
cigars costs from eight to live and a 
half cents, according to what it is 
made of, and this is without counting 
the labels and bands or anything but 
the Avood and nails. The cost of these 
boxes used in the United States foots 
up to $5,S00,000 every year. 
Some 
of them go to Havana, but they come 
back with the cigars in them. Of this 
immense output, which is for wooden 
boxes only, and does not include the 
pasteboard boxes used for certain 
kinds of all-tobacco cigarettes some­ 
times called cigars, Pennsylvania’s 


exact as to size. 
Next comcs the 
printing of the names which are ‘to 
appear on the wood. 
This is similar 
to ordinary printing processes, and, 
while the letters have tlie appearance 
of being burned into the wood they 
are really only printed with ink un­ 
der sufficient pressure to produce a 
slight indentation in tho surface. 


Now the pieces are ready for nail­ 
ing. 
The ends and sides arc nailed 
together into frames by one machine 
and the bottom and tops are nailed 
on by another. 
These machines are 
fed with nails by an automatic ar­ 
rangement which presents the re­ 
quired number of them 
at 
each 
stroke. 
One strokes does the busi­ 
ness of nailing r\t each corner and 
one stroke also suflices for the bot­ 
toms and tops, the nails being pushed 
in rather than driven. 
One of these 
•machines will frame 5000 boxes in a 
day, and two machines, working to­ 
gether, will turn out 10,000 boxes, 
except for the labels. 


The lid of the cigar box is held in 
place by nailing only along the front 
edge, and generally by one nail. 
Tho 
hinge at the back is made by ono 
strip of cheesecloth glued upon tho 
outside and subsequently covered by 
the 
labels 
and paper trimmings. 
When the hinge is dried the pasting 
of the labels is begun. 
Tiny metal 
hinges are sometimes put upon cigar 
boxes, but these are comparatively 
rare. 
So 
are 
dove-tailed 
boxes, 
which can, however, be had on order. 
Generally speaking, the entire in­ 
terior surface of the box is lined with 
paper and paper flaps, and in largo 
factories, such as are to be seen in 
this city, thts label printing and some­ 
times even the designing of the la­ 
bels, constitute important branches 
of the work. 
Such printing is of an 
unusually varied character, requiring 
several kinds of presses, including 
those for embossing.

Pennsylvania’s product, 
as will be seen, is more than one-fifth 
of the total,and no other State makes 
so many, though New York is a close 
second, with $1,537,217. 
More than 
fifty per cent, of the cigar boxes 
made in this State are manufactured 
in Philadelphia. 


Perhaps the most interesting and 
least known fact about this industry 
is that, while some cigar boxes are 
made of cedar, a greater number are 
made of poplar veneered on one side 
with 
cedar, while 
still others are 
made of poplar without any veneer. 
In the latter case’ the wood is printed 
in imitation of cedar by the use of 
ink of the proper color and a ma­ 
chine which carries a printing roller 
on which are the lines to resemble 
the graining of cedar wood. The bot­ 
tom and top of a cigar box of stand­ 
ard kind is thirty-five seconds of an 
inch in thickness, while the ends are 
seven-thirty 
seconds. 
Despite 
the 
very small amount of wood needed, it 
is cheaper, however, to use the ve­ 
neered poplar than the cedar, and 
still cheaper to print the poplar. 
Solid cedar boxes to hold 100 cigars 
now cost about eleven cents, and the 
half botes, or those for fifty cigars, 
about eight cents. 
The correspond­ 
ing prices for veneer are about a cent 
less, 
while 
for printed poplar the 
prices are seven and five and a half 
cents. 


Such prices are only made possible 
by the use of intricate machinery and 
subdivision of labor, and it is also 
important to waste as little of the 
material as possible. 
To this end the 
wood of the proper thickness is not 
sawed from the log, but sliced or 
split by a special machine. 
The same 
is true of the veneer, to make which, 
indeed, a special machine, invented 
in Philadelphia, and controlled by 
Philadelphia makers, is used. 
The 
machine cuts 120 sheets of veneer to 
the inch without waste, and at the 
rate of sixty-five pieces a minute. 
The log is steamed and the cutting or 
slicing done with a sliding knife. The 
resulting veneer is so thin as to be 
semi-transparent, but it has all the 
grain and markings of cedar wood, as 
well as the pleasant odor, 
The ve­ 
neer is cut in widths to match the 
widths needed in the boxes and in 
lengths of ^everal feet. 
The poplar 
is cut in the same size and shape, and 
the veneer is put on simply by apply­ 
ing it to the poplar upon which a 
good quality of glue has been spread 
by another special machine. 
The 
immense pressure used in veneering 
wood for the manufacture of furni­ 
ture is not used, and the veneered 
slabs, which are pretty well warped 
and twisted at first, are straightened 
out 
and dried 
simply by passing 
through rollers. 


Then the slabs are taken to the 
sawing table, where they are ripped 
^nd cross sawed— from five to ten in 
one cut— into pieces of proper di­ 
mension for the single boxes which 
are being made. 
Thence the pieces 
are sent to the inspector, who, be­ 
sides examining each and sorting out 
those which are imperfect, makes 
separate piles, containing the same 
number in each, of ends, sides, bot­ 
toms and tops. 
But the rapid sawing 
of the pieces on the sawing tables has 
left them not in every case quite the 
same size, and they are accordingly 
put through the “shaping m achine/' 
whitli renders them mathematical].' 


more of it, and most of the printed 
imitation of cedar is made in lumber 
camps of Virginia and Tennessee, 
where the same concern owns thou­ 
sands of acres of cedar and poplar, 
and, besides an investment of $150,- 
000 in these lands alone, buys muchl 
timber from other loggers. The busi­ 
ness has built up villages and townrf 
in that section of country and now 
turn out every year 15,000,000 square 
feet of veneered and painted im ita­ 
tion cedar. 
The special machines to 
slice tho veneer cost from $10,000 to 
$15,000 apiece to build, while the au­ 
tomatic friction roller dryers, in bat-* 
teries of five, cost $25,000. 
Such rt 
battery will turn out from 75,000 to 
100,000 square feet of veneered stuff 
in eighteen minutes. 


W hat becomes of all tho cigar 
boxes, seeing that they cannot bo 
used for cigars but the one first time, 
is as pertinent a question as w hat be­ 
comes of the pins. 
They are strong 
and durable and made with extreme 
nicety, yet their only subsequent use 
is th at to which the housewife ap­ 
plies them |n the keeping of buttons, 
or tacks, or* similar articles. 
Some 
cigar dealers sell them; some give 
them away, and still others smash 
them up. 
The fad for using cast-off 
articles for decoration purposes* has 
not yet overtaken the cigar box.— 
The Grocer and Country Merchant.

Coal Tar Color Industry. 


Out of the making of gas has grown 
the great coal tar color industry. The 
history of the discovery of aniline, the 
basis of the various aniline dyes, is 
interesting. 
By the distillation of in­ 
digo M. Unverdorben produced a sub­ 
stance which he 
named 
crystalline. 
Some nine years later, viz., in 1835, 
Rungo discovered in coal tar a sub­ 
stance. which 
produced a beautiful 
blue color when treated with chloride 
of lime. 
This he named lcyanol. Five 
years later a substance was obtained 
by treating indigo with caustic potash, 
and named aniline, from “anil,“ the 
specific name of one of 
the 
indigo 
plants. 
Then it was found that cry­ 
stalline, kyanol, 
and 
aniline 
were 
chemically the same. 
Thus 
it 
was 
shown that aniline, the basis of the 
indigo dyes, occurred in 
the 
waste 
product of the manufacture 
of gas, 
and the possibilities of a new source 
of these dyes hinted at. 
And in 1858 
Dr. Perkin took out a patent for the 
manufacture of a dye stuff made from 
aniline which became widely known 
as “Perkin's purple.“ 
Others follow­ 
ed in quick succession, and the great 
coal tar color 
industry 
was 
estab­ 
lished.—London Globe.

Six Months in JaiL 


Argument on the motion for a new trial 
in the case of the Com. vs. Charles F. 
Krichten, convicted on a charge of mal- 
feasance in pffice, was heard Saturday 
morning before Judge Swope at Gettys- 
burg. 
The motion for a new trial was 
promptly dismissed, and the court there- 
upon sentenced Krichten to in^prisonment 
for SIX months in the Adams county jail. 
Krichten will also be required to return 
all labels he*may haveMn his possession 
to Cigarmakers' Union 316, of McSherrys- 
town, pay «for those which were in his 
keeping and wrongfully/linposed of dur- 
ing his term'^ of ofiice, and pay costs of 
prosecution, 
Krichten was taken to jail 
at once. In paseingsentence Judge Swope 
severely reprimanded the prisoner, stated 
that he would be lenient and plainly told 
Mr. Krichten that he should resolve to let 
intoxii^ting liquor alone, as it was in the 
Court's opinion to its overpowering influ- 
ence that he had fallen into this disgrace. 
The prisoner was visibly affected by the 
admonition. 


Charles F, Krichten was formerly La- 
bel Secretary of the Label Committee of 
Union No. 316, of McSherrystown, and 
had charge of the Blue Labels received 
from the International Cigarmakers' Un- 
ion.

PljEKTT OF PETROLEUM. 


English Expert Says Supply Has In- 


creased Faster Than Demand. 


The enormous increase in the uss 


of gasoline since the afiveat of the 
automobile has led to some specula- 
tion as to whether the production of 
petroleum can keep pmee with the 
additional demand thus created. Dr. 
P. Dvorkovitz, an English expert, re- 
cently appeared 
before the F^els 


Committee there and stated it as his 
belief that it would. 


He said that ct the' present time 


tee supply of petroleum from Russia 
is nuch limited, and consequently the 
tcree principal sources of suppiy are 
America, Sumatra 
(including Java 


and! parts of Borneo) and P.uraania. 
The total production of 
crude 
oil 


available, which last year amounted 
to about 30,000,000 tons, has enor- 
mously 
increased, 
however. 
Dr. 


Dvorkovitz said that, far from any 
possibility of a falling oS in the sup- 
ply during the next generation or 
two, 
new gelds, producing at least 


10,000,000 tons annually — an in- 
crease in nine months or 33 1-3 per 
cent.—have lately been opened. This 
increase, he thought, is considerably 
greater than the increase in demand. 


He pointed out that about forty 


per cent, of toe world's supply of 
crude oi! is obtained from Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Rumania, Xorth Caucasus 
^nd Dutch India, while sixty per ce^t. 
comes from Tesas, Kansas, Califor- 
nia, Indian Territory, Baku and Bor- 
neo. In the first cieationed gro::p of 
fields the distillation of crude oil is 
simply regulated by the price of illu- 
minating oil, and in the second by 
the price of coal. 


At present the whole supply of pe- 


troleum comes from group I. only, 
the crude oi! from those Selds con- 
taining ten or twelve per cent, of pe- 
troleum. 
The other fields yield an 


oil with at least five per cent, petro- 
leum, but, owing to the present "un- 
scientific and erroneous" method of 
estimating tte quality of ijetrcie;:ra 
by its specific gravity, these valuable 
fields are closed. 


"Now," continued Dr. Dvorkovitz, 


"there is another point of importance, 
and that is that not only do what we 
call the 'closed fields' produce sixty 
per cent, of the world's supply of 
crude oil, but they are the very fields 
which are being more and more de- 
veloped, whereas the other group is 
falling relatively behind, inasmuch as 
Investors preler to put their money 
into fields which supply fuel rather 
than into fields -which chiefly supply 
illuminating oil, as in group I."' 


In reply to a question as to wheth- 


er he considered that the petroleum 
excluded by the specific-gravity slan- 
dard 
which 
he deplored would be 


equally good and satisfactory for use 
with the motor cars now in vojrae. 
the witness replied: "Yes; both from 
a theoretical point of view ana from 
long and careful tests of a practical 
nature, I am in a position to state 
that drivers of motor cars are unable 
to tell the difference."' The idea that 
the lightest oil must necessarily give 
the best results dated, he thought, 
from the days of the early surface 
carburettor, when there was some 
ground for the opinion being held.— 
New York Post.

R idea of public uwuership and operation of street railroads Is 
fast growing in the cities of Japan. 
An example is set in tho 
imperial government ownership and operation not only of the 
steam ra^llroads. but of tJhe telegraphs and telephones as well. 
Osaka is the only city which has thus far attempted to build and 
operate street railroads under government auspices, and it is 
having a struggle to accomplish the task. 


Uut private ownership elsewhere has not worked so «well as to make the 
public contented with it. 
And this is most noticeable in Tokio, where in Sep- 
tember there was a rioc over an increase in fare of one sen, which is one-half 
cent of our money. 
. 
- 


These Tokic» tram lines are the most important in Japan both in pomt ot 
traif.c and in idfividends. -Like all the tram lines in the country,' they are elec- 
tric and use the double tiolley to save water and other pipes in the streets 
from elect]'uI>Fls. 


They use small cars as compared with ours, and t'helr cars are not com- 
miodlous, and are rough In finish. They appear to have heen modelled after 
our old-style village cars, and made plain to save expense. 


But, for al* their srr.allness and plainness, they are serviceable and are 
extremely well pan oniy.ed. 
They carried more than IIO.OOO.OUO passengers 
last year, and averaged more than 9 per cent, dividends, notwithstanding tho 
fact that their faro was only three sen, which is one cent and one-ihalf of our 
money. 


What is more, they had the stipulation fixed in t^heir charter that this 
fare could lie further reduced by the government authorities phould public in 
terest so reouire. 
This low fare is not peculiar to Tokio. 
It is general in 
Japan. So that the three-cent (equal to six sen) fare proposed by the Mayor 
of Clevolond. Tom U Johnson, for our street railroads, may, by the Japanese 
experience, be seen to be rational and conservative, instead of-'Unreasonable 
and radically impossible.—New York World.

out having lasting jmpret's'lcns made upon his young mind, which later preju- 
dice him against the farm life? 
Some pessimism displayed by the father is 
bound to create in the boy a decided distaste for the farm and evenythlng 
connected with it. 


In thes. days fanners cannot afford to allow this disposition to get the 
upper hand. 
Tnnea for tJhc farmer have changed for the better and the time 
will doubtless never come when his business 'wlll be seriously molested, even 
in tine worst of panics, Pecple must live, and in order to live they must have 
foa! and clothing, and the farmer must supply these essentials.

English Expert Snys Supply Has In- 
creased F^istcr Than Demand. 


The enormous Increase in the use 
of gasoline since the advent of the 
automobile has led to some specula- 
tion as to whether the production of 
petroleum can keep pace with the 
additional demand thus crea'ted. 
Dr. 
P. Dvorkovitz, an English expert, re- 
cently 
appeared 
before the 
F^uels 
Committee there and stated it as his 
belief that It would. 


He said that at the' present time 
tlie supply of petroleum from Russia 
is much limited, and consequently the 
three principal sources of suppiy are 
America, Sumatra 
(including Java 
and parts of Borneo) and Rumania. 
The total production of 
crude 
oil 
available, which last year amounted 
to about 30,000,000 tons, has enor- 
mously 
Increased, 
however. 
Dr. 
Dvorkovitz said that, far from any 
possibility of a falling off in the sup- 
ply during the next generation or 
two, now fields, producing at least 
10.000,000 tons annually — an in- 
crease in nine months of 33 1-3 per 
cent.—have lately been opened. 
This 
increase, he thought, Is considerably 
greater than the increase in demand. 


He pointed out that about forty 
per cent, of the world's supply of 
crude oil is obtained from Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Rumania, North Caucasus 
and Dutch India, while sixty per cent, 
comes from Texas, Kansas, Califor- 
nia, Indian Territory, Baku and Bor- 
neo, 
In the first mentioned group of 
fields the distillation of crude oil Is 
simply regulated by the price of illu- 
minating oil, and in the second by 
the price of coal. 


At present the whole supply of pe- 
troleum comes from group T. only, 
the crude oil from those fields con- 
taining ten or twelve per cent, of pe- 
troleum. 
The other fields yield an 
oil witli at least five per cent, petro- 
leum, but, ov^lng to the present *'un- 
scientlfic and erroneous" method of 
estimating the quality of petroleum 
by its specific gravity, these valuable 
fields are closed. 


''Now," continued Dr. Dvorkovitz, 
"there is another point of importance, 
and that is that not only do what we 
call the 'closed fields' produce sixty 
per cent, of the world's supply of 
crude oil, but they are the very fields 
which are being more and more de- 
veloped, whereas the other group is 
falling relatively behind, inasmuch as 
investors prefer to put their money 
into fields which supply fuel rather 
than into fields which chiefly supply 
illuminating oil, as in group I." 


In reply to a question as to wheth- 
er he considered that the petroleum 
excluded by the specific-gravity stan- 
dard 
which 
he deplored would be 
equally good and satisfactory for use 
with the motor cars now in vogue, 
the witness replied: "Yes; both from 
a theoretical point of view and from 
long and careful tests of a practical 
nature, I am in a position to state 
that drivers of motor cars are unable 
to tell the difference." The idea that 
the lightest oil must necessarily give 
the best ^'esults dated, he thought, 
from tho days of the early surface 
carburettor, when there was some 
ground for the opinion being held.— 
New York Post.

Aiiern, Cl)ief of the Insular Forestry Bureau, to he 1,400,000,000 
cubic feet—three times tho cut for 1900 in the entire United 
States! 'At the present time fully 99 per cent, of this natural 
groi\\th is going to waste, and tihe world is clamoring for tho 
woods— tiio ebonies, mahoganies, ironwoods, construction woods, 
all inannci' of precious woods, that need only modern inetiliod'S, 
a máximum of maeiiinery and a minimum of handling to make Monte Cristos 
of tile needed LnnU'rnien. 


There are maui millions of cubic feet in the forests of the Philippines 
that ehould bü cut in ordt^r to properly thin out -the dense growth; for instance, 
wneie tliere are tliree- or four trees growing on a space required for one, that 
one so ireej -would put on more wood each year ühan the four together. 
The 
question as to whether three hundred or three thousand trees should remain 
on an acre is where the real value of scientllic forestry is shown. 
Then, too,, 
there ajo many more njilhons of feet which rea<^h maturity and pass on to 
decay, Jie\er thrilling to the woodman's axe. 
Tihero are, however, very few 
companies in the Pnilijunes properly equipped to handle large logs, and with- 
out master mecharles, expert gang-Losses, in fact all the skilled labor requlretd, 
and without a full fctock of the b^st supply material, it would be hazardous 
to move the large logs which must be cut and brought to market if the forests 
are to be properly exploited. 
A isood pr.ce is paid in Hong Kong for every 
Bt.ck of timbtr iroin the Philippines, and ti^e American lumbermen with mod- 
ern metlKds ca^i &olve the? problem, and in so doing they will not only help to 
educate tho adaptable Filipino as to practiical things, but will insure him ca^h 
wagts. sc'Uie[i:ing unuyiml in Spanish days.—The World Today. 


The Tonic Air Bath.

The number of persons killed in 


India in 1905 by wild beasts was 
2054, as against 2157 in the previous 
year, and the number of deaths re- 
ported from snake bite (21,797) is 
also a little smaller than that of 1904. 


A feature of the 1905 returns is 


the increase in the number of deaths.

has been formed at Dorpat, Livonia, 
a university city, and sanitaria have 
been built.

themselves of the facilities offered for 
treatment.

neighborhood of villages. The fact 
that more licenses to possess firearms 
were held in 1903 than in the pre- 
vious year may be noticed, but it has 
long been recognized that it is im- 
possible to discover any relation be- 
tween the number of firearms in na- 
tive hands and the number of deaths 
from wild beasts. 


During 1905 more dangerous wild 


beasts were killed than in 1904. The 
official figures are: Tigers, 1355; 
leopards, 4S11; bears, 2235; wolves, 
2016, and hyenas, 554. Well known 
man-eating tigers were killed in sev- 
eral districts. 
A regular 
crusade 


against wolves has been carried on in 
parts of the Central Provinces, where 
these brutes are most numerous and 
most troublesome. 


To the success of the campaign no 


doubt may be attributed the great 
decrease in the number of persons 
killed by wolves—in 1904, 244; in 
1905, only 153. Before dimissing 
this subject It is worth noting that 
the Bengal Government in September 
last offered a special reward of Rs 
200 for a man-eating tiger which 
killed seven persons last year in Goll- 
kera Forest, Singbhum district. The 
ordinary reward for a tiger is Us.

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IN THE UNKNOWN DARK

His long, awkward logs trembling 
with excitement, his long ears point- 
ing stiffly forward, his distended nos- 
trils sniffing and snorting, he stared 
anxiously this "way and that irora 
the swirling, treacherous current to 
the silent man poling the scow. 


The river, at this point nearly half 
a mile wide, daunted him now that 
he saw It at such close quarters, al- 
though all :iummer he had been view- 
ing it with 
equanimity 
from the 
shore, 
A few hundred yards above 
the comparatively quiet course of the 
ferry he eaw a long line of white, 
leaping waves, stretching from bank 
to bank with menacing roar, and 
se<?ming, as it wore, about to rush 
down upon the slow ferryboat and 
overwhelm it.

Hundreds of times, 
and v/ith never a mishap, the ferry- 
man had p-^led his clumsy scow across 
the dangerous passage between the 
rapids—the only possible crossing 
place for miles in either direction. 
But this evening, when the scow was 
Just about mid-channel, for some in- 
explicable-reason the tough and well- 
tried pole of white spruce snapped. 
It broke short off in the middle of a 
mighty thrust. 
And overboard, head 
first, went the ferryman. 


As the man fell, his foot caught in 
the hook of a heavy chain used for 
securing hay-carts and such vehicles 
on the snow; and as the clumsy craft 
swung free in the current, tHe man 
was dragged beneath it. 
He would 
have been drowned in a few seconds 
in such water; but at last, in the 
twisting, the captive foot fell clear. 
The man came to the surface on the 
upper side of the scow, made one de- 
spairing but successful clutch, got 
hold of the edge, and with his last 
strength drew himself aboard, all but 
suffocated, and with a broken ankle. 


Tricked by years of security, he 
had left his spare polo on the shore. 
There was absolutly nothing to do 
but let the scow drift, and pray that 
by Fome succession of miracles she 
might survive nine mll3S of rapids 
and gain the placid reaches below. 


As the man, 
white and 
sullen, 
crouched on the bottom of the sco.* 
and held his ankle, the colt eyed him 
wonderingly. 
Then he eyed the river 
very anxiously, and presently braced 
his legs wide apart as the scow gave 
a strange, disconcerting lurch. 
Tho 
roar was growing swiftly louder, and 
those fierce white waves appeared to 
be rushing right up tho middle of the 
river to meet the scow. 
Daunted at 
the sight, he crowded as close as he 
could to the ferryman, and nosed him 
as if to call his attention to the peril. 


In a very few minutes the scow 
was in the rapids.

was 
suddenly 
caught 
by a violent 
cross-current, 
snatched out of a clear way, and 
swept heavily over a ledge. 
At tlie 
foot of this ledge 
she 
was fairly 
smothered for some seconds. 
The 
man clung obstinately to the gun- 
wales, and the colt, by sheer good 
luck, fell in the scow instead of i. ver 
the Hide. 


By the time he had struggled to his 
feet cgain the scow had righted her- 
self^ .and darted into a wild chaos of 


rocks and sluices close by the shore. 
Here she caught on a boulder, tipped 
up until she was nearly oil her gun- 
wale, and pitched the little animal 
clear overboard. 


As the clumsy craft swung loose 
the very next Instant, the colt was 
dragged 
along 
in 
her 
wake, and 
would have ended his adventures 
then and there but for the readiness 
of the man. 
Forgetting for an in- 
stant his own terrible plight, he drew 
his knife and slashed the rope. 
Thus

water and made a valiant struggle 
toward the shore, which was noy/ not 
five yards away. 


All that he could do In the grip of 
that mad ilood was, needless to say, 
very little, but it 
chanced

enough, for it brought him within 
the grasp of a strong eddy. 
A mo- 
ment later he was dashed violently 
into shoal water. 
As he fought to a 
footing, he saw the scow wallowing 
away down the torrent. 
Then he 
found himself, he knew not how, on 
dry land. 


The rapids roared 
behind him. 
They might, it seemed, rush up at 
any instant and clutch him again. 
Blind and sick with pain, he dashed 
Into the woods, and went galloping 
and stumbling straight Inland, with 
no thought but to escape that awful 
voice. 
Not till the roar had quite 
died out did the strength of his terror 
desert him. 
Then he sank trembling 
in the deep grass of a little brook- 
side meanow. 


Being of sturdy stock, the brown 
colt soon recovered his wind. 
Then, 
feeling nervous in the loneliness of 
the woods and the deepening shad- 
ows, he snatched a few mouthfuls of 
grass and started to try and find his 
way home. 
Obeying some deep-seat- 
ed instinct, he set his face in the 
right direction, and pushed forward 
through the thick growths. 


His progress, however, was slow. 
Among the trees the twilight was now 
gathering, and the dark places filled 
his young heart with 
vague 
but 
dreadful apprehensions, so that at 
every few steps he would stop and 
stare backward over his' shoulder. 
Presently he came out upon anpther 
open glade, and cheered by the light, 
he followed this glade as long as it 
seemed to lead in the right direction.

noiseless

LRTROSY KKrX IN CHKCK* 


Record of a Single Yoar in India—- 
Wild Beasts Kill 2034. 


The number of persons killed In 
India in 1905 by wild beasts was 
2054, as against 2157 in the previous 
year, and the number of deaths re- 
ported from snake bite (21,797) is 
also a little smaller than that of 1904. 


A feature of the 1905 returns is 
the increase In the number of deaths, 
both of human beings and cattle, at- 
tributed to leopards. 
It Is suggested 
by a writer in Daily's Magazine that 
these beasts seek their prey more 
readily than they used to do in tho 
neighborhood of villages. 
Tho fact 
that more licenses to possess firearms 
were held in 1905 than in the pre- 
vious year may be noticed, but it has 
long been recognized that it is im- 
possible to discover any relation be- 
tween the number of firearms in na- 
tive hands and the number of deaths 
from wild beasts. 


During 1905 more dangerous wild 
beasts were killed than in 1904. The 
official figures are: 
Tigers, 
1355; 
leopards. 4S11; bears, 2236; wolves, 
2016, and hyenas, 554. 
Well known 
man-eating tigers were killed in sev- 
eral districts. 
A 
regular 
crusade 
against wolves has been carried on in 
parts of the Central Provinces, where 
these brutes are most numerous and 
most troublesome. 


To the success of tho campaign no 
doubt may be attributed tho great 
decrease in the number of persons 
killed by wolves—in 1904, 244; in 
1905, only 153. 
Before dimissing 
this subject it is worth noting that 
the Bengal Government in September 
last offered a special reward of Rs 
200 for a man-eating tiger which 
killed seven persons last year in Goil 
kera Forest, Singbhum district. 
The 
ordinary reward for a tiger-is Rs. 40.

R idea of public ownership and operation of street railroads is 
fast growing in the cities of Japan. 
An example is set in tho 
imperial government ownership and operation not only of the 
stearn railroads, but of Uhe telegraphs and telephones as well. 
Osaka is the only city which has thus far attempted to build and 
operate street railroads under government auspices, and it is 
having a struggle to accomplish the task. 


But privato ownership elsewhere has not worked so well as to make the 
public contented with it. And this is most noticeable in Tokio, where in Sep­ 
tember there was a riot over an increase in fare of one sen, which is one-half 
cent of our money. 
. 


These Tokio tram lines are 'the most important in Japan both in point ot 
traffic and in «dividends. 
"Like all the tram lines in the country,’ -they are elec- 
trie and use the double trolley to save »water and other pipes in the streets 
from electrolysis. 


They use small cars as compared with ours, and t'heir cars are not com­ 
modious, and are rough in finish. They appear to have been modelled after 
our old-style village cars, and made plain to save expense. 


But, for all their srr.allness and plainness, they are serviceable and are 
extremely well pauoiii::ed. 
They carried more than 110,000,000 passengers 
last year, and averaged more than 9 per cent, dividends, notwithstanding tho 
fact that their faro was only three sen, which is one cent and onejhalf of our 
money. 


What Js more, they had the stipulation fixed in t'heir charter -that this 
fare could be further reduced by the government authorities should public in 
terest so require. 
This lowr fare is not peculiar to Tolrio. 
It is general in 
Japan. So that the three-cent (equal to six sen) fare proposed by the Mayor 
of Cleveland, Tom L. Johnson, for our street railroads, may, by the Japanese 
experience, be seen to be rational and conservative, instead of '.unreasonable 
and radically impossible.—New York World. 


English Expert Snys Supply Has In­ 
creased Faster Than Demand. 


The enormous increase In the us* 
of gasoline since the advent of the 
automobile has led to some specula­ 
tion as to whether the production of 
petroleum can keep pace with the 
additional demand thus created. 
Dr. 
P. Dvorkovitz, an English expert, re­ 
cently appeared before the F^els 
Committee there and stated it as his 
belief that it would. 


He said that at the' present time 
the supply of petroleum from Russia 
is much limited, and consequently the 
three principal sources of supply are 
America, Sumatra (including Java 
and parts of Borneo) and Rumania. 
The total production of 
crude 
oil 
available, which last year amounted 
to about 30,000,000 tons, has enor­ 
mously 
increased, 
however. 
Dr. 
Dvorkovitz said that, far from any 
possibility of a falling off in the sup­ 
ply during the next generation or 
two, new fields, producing at least 
10,000,000 tons annually — an in­ 
crease in nine months of 33 1-3 per 
cent.— have lately been opened*. This 
increase, he thought, is considerably 
greater than the increase in demand. 


He pointed out that about forty 
per cent, of the world’s supply of 
crude oil is obtained from Pennsylva­ 
nia, Ohio, Rumania, North Caucasus 
and Dutch India, while sixty per cent, 
comes from Texas, Kansas, Califor­ 
nia, Indian Territory, Baku and Bor­ 
neo, 
In the first mentioned group of 
fields the distillation of crude oil is 
simply regulated by the price of illu­ 
minating oil, and in the second by 
the price of coal. 


At present the whole supply of pe­ 
troleum comes from group I. only, 
the crude oil from those fields con­ 
taining ten or twelve per cent, of pe­ 
troleum. 
The other fields yield an 
oil with at least five per cent, petro­ 
leum, but, owing to the present “un­ 
scientific and erroneous” method of 
estimating the quality of petroleum 
by its specific gravity, these valuable 
fields are closed. 


“Now,” continued Dr. Dvorkovitz, 
“there is another point of importance, 
and that is that not only do what we 
call the 'closed fields* produce sixty 
per cent, of the world’s supply of 
crude oil, but they are the very fields

‘/be Forests gf the Philippines 


J 3 y H a m i l t o n W r i g h t . 


HE natural growth of the Philippine forests is computed by Major 
Ahern, Chief of the Insular Forestry Bureau, to be 1,400,000,000 
cubic feet—three times the cut 'for 1000 in the entire United 
States! ’At the present time fully 99 per cent, of this natural 
growth is going to waste, and tfae world is clamoring for tho 
wood»— tho ebonies, mahoganies, ironwoods, construction woods, 
all manner of precious w^oods, that need only modern methods, 
a maximum of machinery and a minimum of handling to make Monte Cristos 
of the needed hmiLfrmen. 


Tliere are man} millions of cubic feot in the forests of the Philippines 
that should be cut in order to properly thin out the dense growth; for instance, 
wheie there are three- or four trees growing on a space required for one, that 
one so JreeJ -would put on more wood each year tihan the four together. The 
question as to whether three hundred or three thousand trees should remain 
on an acre is where the real value of scientific forestry is shown. Then, too., 
there aiv many more millions of feet which reach maturity and pass on to 
decay, never thrilling to the woodman's axe, Tihero are, however, very few 
companies in tho Pniiijunes properly equipped to handlo large logs, and with­ 
out master mecharics, expert gang bosses, in fact all the skilled labor required, 
and without a full fctock of the best supply material, it w’ould be hazardous 
to move the large logs which must be cut and brought to market if the forests 
are to be properly exploited, 
A igood pi\ce is paid in Hong Kong for every 
suck of timbtr ironi the Philippines, and tihe American lumbermen with mod* 
ern metheds ca>i solve the? problem, and in so doing they will not only help to 
educate tho adaptable Fil:#lno as to practical things, but will insure him ca*& 
wagts, something unusual in Spanish days.—The World Today. 


Tho Tonic Air Bath.

IN THE UNKNOWN DARK

His long, awkward legs trembling 
with excitement, his long ears point­ 
ing stiffly forward, his distended nos­ 
trils sniffing and snorting, he stared 
anxiously this way and that from 
the swirling, treacherous current to 
the silent man poling the scow. 


The river, at this point nearly half 
a mile wide, daunted him now that 
he saw it at such close quarters, al­ 
though all uummer he had been view­ 
ing it with 
equanimity 
from the 
shore. 
A few hundred yards above 
the comparatively quiet course of the 
ferry he raw a long line of white, 
leaping waves, stretching from bank 
to bank with menacing roar, and 
seaming, as it wore, about to rush 
down upon the slow ferryboat and 
overwhelm it. 


When he looked toward the other 
side of the scow, the prospect was 
equally threatening. 
The roar from 
below was worse than the roar from 
above, and the whole river, Just here 
so radiant with the sunset glow, grew 
black with gloom and white with fury 
as it plunged through a rocky chasm 
strewn with ledges. 
The only thing 
that comforted him at all and kept 
his fears within bounds was the pa­ 
tient, sturdy fijure of the man, poling 
the scow steadily toward shore. 


This nervous passenger 
on 
the 
primitive backwoods ferry was a colt 
about six months old, whose mother 
had died the previous day. His own­ 
er, a busy lumberman, was now send­ 
ing him across the river to a neigh­ 
bor’s farm to be taken care of, be­ 
cause he was of good Morgan strain. 


The ferryman had taken the pre­ 
caution to hitch the end of his haiter- 
rope to a thw'art amidships, lest he 
should get .wild and jump overboard; 
but the colt, although his dark brown 
coat was still woolly with the rough­ 
ness of babyhood, had too much 
breadth between the eyes to be guilty 
of any Such 
foolishness. 
He 
felt 
frightened and strange and very lone­ 
ly; but he knew it was his business 
just to trust the man and keep still. 
' When the animal trusts the man, 
he generally comes out all right; but 
once in a long while fate interferes 
capriciously, and the utterly unex­ 
pected happens. 
Hundreds of times, 
and with never a mishap, the ferry­ 
man had p^led his clumsy scow across 
the dangerous passage between the 
rapids—the only possible crossing 
place for miles in either direction. 
But this evening, when th3 scow was 
Just about mid-channel, for some in­ 
explicable-reason the tough and well- 
tried pole of white spruce snapped. 
It broke short off in the middle of a 
mighty thrust. 
And overboard, head 
first, went the ferryman. 


As the man fell, his foot caught in 
the hook of a heavy chain used for 
securing hay-carts and such vehicles 
on the snow; and as the clumsy craft 
swung free in the current, the man 
was dragged beneath it. 
He would 
have been drowned in a few seconds 
in such water; but at last, in the 
twisting, the captive foot fell clear. 
The man came to the surface on the 
upper side of the scow, made one de­ 
spairing but successful clutch, got 
hold of the edge, and with his last 
strength drew himself aboard, all but 
suffocated, and with a broken ankle. 


Tricked by years of security, he 
had left his spare pole on the shore. 
There was absolutly nothing to do 
but let the scow drift, and pray that 
by pome succession of miracles she 
might survive nine miles of rapids 
and gain the placid reaches below. 


As the man, 
white and 
sullen, 
crouched on the bottom of the sco%* 
and held his ankle, the colt eyed him 
wonderingly. Then he eyed the river 
very anxiously, and presently braced 
his legs wide apart as the scow gave 
a strange, disconcerting lurch. 
Tho 
roar was growing swiftly louder, and 
those fierce white waves appeared to 
be rushing right up tho middle of the 
river to meet the scow. 
Daunted at 
the sight, he crowded as close as he 
could to the ferryman, and nosed him 
as if to call his attention to the peril. 


In a very few minutes the scow 
was in the rapids. 
But the current 
had carried her well inshore, where 
there chanced to be, for several miles, 
a comparatively free channel, few 
rocks and no disastrous ledges.

21,797 DIE OF SNAKE BITE. 


Record of a Singlo Year in I n d ia - 
Wild Beasts Kill 2054. 


The number of persons killed in 
India in 1905 by wild beasts wras 
2054, as against 2157 in the previous 
year, and the number of deaths re­ 
ported from snake bite (21,797) is 
also a little smaller than that of 1904. 


A feature of the 1905 returns is 
tho increase in the number of deaths, 
both of human beings and cattle, at­ 
tributed to leopards. 
It is suggested 
by a writer in Baily’s Magazine that 
these beasts seek their prey more 
readily than they used to do in tho 
neighborhood of villages. 
The fact 
that more licenses to possess firearms 
were held in 1905 than in the pre­ 
vious year may be noticed, but it has 
long been recognized that it is im­ 
possible to discover any relation be­ 
tween the number of firearms in na­ 
tive hands and the number of deaths 
from wild beasts. 


During 1905 more dangerous wild 
beasts were killed than in 1904. The 
official figures are: 
Tigers, 
1355; 
leopards, 4811; bears, 223 6; wolves, 
2016, and hyenas, 554. 
Well known 
man-eating tigers were killed in sev­ 
eral districts. 
A 
regular 
crusade 
against wolves has been carried on in 
parts of the Central Provinces, where 
these brutes are most numerous and 
most troublesome. 


To the success of tho campaign no 
doubt may be attributed the great 
decrease in the number of persons 
killed by wolves—in 1904, 244; in 
1905, only 153. 
Before dimissing 
this subject it is worth noting that 
the Bengal Government in September 
last offered a special reward of Rs 
200 for a man-eating tiger which 
killed seven persons last year in Goil* 
kera Forest, Singbhum district. The 
ordinary reward for a tiger is Rs. 40.

LETROSY KKPT IX CHECK* 


People of Russia's Baltic Provinces 
Hinder Work of the Doctors. 


Reports from Reval state that the 
Government’s efforts to stamp out 
leprosy in the Baltic provinces have 
mot with at least partial success, 
writes 
tho 
St. Petersburg 
corre­ 
spondent of the New York Sun. The 
Lettish population suffers enormous­ 
ly from this disease. 
Fish forms tho 
staple articlo of their diet and the 
prevalence of tho diseaso is a strong 
proof of Professor Jonathan Hutch­ 
inson's theory, which has been fully 
reported in the Sun, that leprosy is 
always traceablo to the use of un­ 
fresh or badly cured fish. 


A society for the cure of leprosy 
has been formed at Dorpat, Livonia, 
a university city, and sanitaria have 
been built. 
Doctors liavo been sent 
out to travel through the country to 
search out persons suffering from the 
disease, but they have mot with great 
difficulties, as the people refuse to 
submit to examination or to avail 
themselves of the facilities offered for 
treatment. 


These official investigations, how­ 
ever, showed what immense strides 
the disease has made. 
Tho number 
of lepers in Esthenia alone is re­ 
ported as 5000, distributed in various 
areas. 


The latest report from Kuda, the 
chief Baltic sanitarium, states that if 
leprosy has not actually decreased 
the number of sufferers at any rate 
has remained stationary.

ally.

common in

ing hats of the sizes six and three- 
eighths and smaller or being less than 
21 inches in circumference can nev­ 
er bo powerful. 
Between 19 and 20 
inches in circumference heads are in­ 
variably very weak, and, according to
